ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. (AP) - New Mexico tourism industry officials want Gov. Susana Martinez's administration to 
slow down its efforts to merge the state's tourism and cultural departments, saying they would like more information 
about what money would be saved as well as broader assurances that some of the savings would be spent to market 
the state. 

"The point that we are trying to make is that tourism is the second largest private sector industry in the state, bringing 
in $6 billion plus in revenues and over $760 million in taxes," said Sharon Schultz, CEO of the Tourism Association of 
New Mexico. "It's disappointing to think that kind of impact is not appreciated to the full extent of keeping it at a 
cabinet level agency unto itself." 

Martinez has asked legislators during the current 30-day special session on redistricting to also shrink government by 
merging several state agencies, including the Cultural Affairs and Tourism departments. 

Lawmakers rejected a similar proposal during the regular session. Schultz says industry representatives opposed the 
bill originally and told Tourism Secretary Monique Jacobson in a meeting last week that they remain reticent about the 
merger. 

"From the tourism side, the concern is that the Cultural Affairs Department is so huge that the tourism department is 
just going to get swallowed up," she said. 

The Tourism Department has a $14 million budget and employs 76 people, while Cultural Affairs, which oversees 
museums, monuments, the State Library, arts and historic preservation, has a $42 million budget and about 450 
employees. 

Jacobson, who would become secretary of the larger merged department, has assured the industry that won't 
happen. Jacobson said she believe the departments can be stronger together and that a merger would help her 
ongoing efforts to develop a strong marketing campaign that promotes all of the state's treasures — including its 
museums and other cultural facilities. 

"I think there is some validity to that," Schultz said. "Tourists do like to go to museums and monuments. Joint 
marketing could increase traffic. But the mission of these departments as defined right now is very different. Cultural 
affairs people feel their attractions for the locals and the tourism industry is broader than that. 

"The bottom line is we want more people to come here. We don't care what they do. We want them to come and 
spend their money." 

Schultz says the industry is pleased that Jacobson would head the department if the merger is completed as they are 
happy with her strong marketing emphasis. Tourism officials are glad that the department would be called the Tourism 
and Cultural Department instead of the Cultural and Tourism Department, as originally proposed. 



"But that's a very small concession," she said, emphasizing the plan should not be rushed. 

"We want to take it out to our membership," she said. "We want to explain the fine points of the bill. Our basic feeling 
for the special session is we don't think it will get passed anyway. But it will come up again in January ... and there's 
just a lot of things that will be helpful to explain in a little more detail."
